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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: the argument regarding the Rabizadeh reference 
is not persuasive. Applicant argues that Rabizedeh reference does not have a microprocessor which intermittently enables the sensor as 
applicant has claimed. Rabizedeh discloses in Column 6, lines 34 -42, that "In this embodiment the pressure sensing unit 166 is placed in 
the interior of the tire 168. Sensing unit 166 includes a hollow evacuated housing 169 containing circuitry 170 which includes the 
components shown in Fig. 1 1. Circuitry 170 is powered by a power supply 172 which is of the piezoeletric or inertial type which generates 
power from the movement of the tire during normal driving." Here, the microprocessor intermittently enables the sensor when the wheel 
begins to move, thereby powering/enabling the circuitry 170 and sensor 124'. Rabizedeh further discloses in column 6, lines 45-48, "Sensor 
124' electrically communicates with circuitry 170 by wires 174. Circuitry 170 must include the transmitter 150 to allow the tire pressure to be 
displayed using display 152." Here the sensor transmits a signal to the the display 152. 

Note: The amendment filed 3/20/08 has not provided a listing of claims 21-27 which were noted in the previous action as being withdrawn. 
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
